LOCAL ELECTIONS. Don’t waste the opportunity 



Local council elections are imminent and this gives a 
golden opportunity to gather information on 
Searchlight and its fellow travellers. Backed with 
charity and trade union money Searchlight are 
publishing 16 different editions of their free tabloid 
smear letter. Their sole target will be the British 
National Party and the fact that they are not standing 
candidates themselves could give room for questions 
to the various returning officers as to which party is 
benefiting from the election material, and which party 
should have the cost debited against their election 
expenses? Judging by Searchlight’s own words their 
propaganda is clearly aimed at supporting the Labour 
Party candidates. In Searchlight issue 370 Searchlight 
says “The Labour victory was a vindication of a 
strategy, supported by Searchlight of confronting 
the BNP”. Also we have noticed that as part of 
Searchlight’s campaign against the BNP they are 
extensively using Labour Party facilities. With Labour 
clearly being the main beneficiaries from Searchlights 
propaganda then legally they should add the costs to 
their expenses. 

We at the Searchlight Victims Support Group want 
copies of every piece of anti-nationalist propaganda 
issued by Searchlight, Unite Against Fascism and 
any other group that are interfering in the elections but 
not standing candidates themselves. Please also 
enclose details, times and locations when the piece of 
propaganda was being distributed.

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LOCAL ELECTIONS: Make or break for RESPECT? 




The Socialist Workers Party controlled 
RESPECT are standing its largest ever 
number of candidates in local elections and 
many people believe that the election results 
will make or break the miniscule party. At 
national level RESPECT gained some 
credibility as a grown-up party rather than a 
far-left fringe group with the election of George 
Galloway as MP for Bethnal Green and Bow. 
Unfortunately for RESPECT their credibility 
soon began to ebb away with Galloway 
seemingly becoming a maverick answerable 
to no one within the party. Galloway’s 
performance as a cream-licking cat on the 
television show, Big Brother did nothing to 
convince voters that RESPECT was anything 
other than the Monster-Raving Looney Party 
draped in a red banner. 
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Even RESPECT’S owners the SWP, find it 
hard coming to terms with the phenomenon 
they have created. The SWP, used to having 
total control over its members in the best 
Stalinist tradition are faced with members who 
are Muslims and will have nothing to do with 
Gay or Women’s rights, and some of them are 
even small businessmen who are natural Tory 
voters that will run a mile at the mention of 
Socialism! 

A difficult predicament! 



RESPECT are fielding 163 candidates in the 
elections, less than half of the BNP’s 356, but 
are not directly confronting the nationalist 
right, but are concentrating taking votes from 
Labour. RESPECT are standing 111 
candidates in the Labour heartlands of Tower 
Hamlets and Newham in East London, with 
other major cities in the North and Midlands 
being totally ignored. In Birmingham, where 
they should expect to gather a large Muslim 
anti-war vote they are fielding just 6 
candidates. In Preston, another town with a 
sizeable Muslim vote they can only manage 5 
candidates. Major cities such as Manchester, 
Newcastle and Sheffield have just one 
RESPECT candidate each for the entire city! 

RESPECT activists are predictably unhappy at 
being ordered into East London leaving their 
own areas with just minimal resources. 

SWP Fuhrer, John Rees and Socialist Worker 
editor, Chris Nineham are both standing in 
Tower Hamlets and seem intent on diverting 
as much resources to their campaigns as 
possible.

Labour’s Minister for Employment, Margaret 
Hodge is also the MP for the East London 
constituency of Barking, a seat previously 
occupied by Tom Driberg, predatory 
homosexual and a communist spy. Barking 
has seen a massive influx of bogus asylum 
seekers who have been treated as honoured 
guests by the local Labour council. Maggie 
has seen the writing on the wall for her safe 
seat and promptly went to the national 
newspapers complaining “We’re losing white 
voters to the BNP”. Although her comments 
were widely criticised by Labour colleagues, 
her political neighbour, Jon Cruddas, the 
Labour MP for neighbouring Dagenham was 
running to anyone who would help to fight the 
BNP. Jon is a member of the Labour Friends 
of Searchlight and helped Searchlight to gain 
use of Labour party facilities in his 
constituency. Jon has also been busy 
canvassing the trade unions for help. 

In an interesting interview with the UNISON 
trade union magazine claimed “A new radical 
assertive labour movement is being fashioned 
out of this struggle as we confront the fascists 
and take back the streets". 

But did anybody make Jon aware that the 
union had already made a decision NOT to 
work or fund New Labour in the forthcoming 
May elections? 



In a press release by UNISON-Labour Link, 
the union clearly stated “”ln the circumstances 
of the union taking national industrial action 
against the Deputy Prime Minister, John 
Prescott... it is felt that it is not appropriate or 
politically sensible to be organising, on one 
hand, for industrial action by the union while 
sending out letters and leaflets to many of the 
same members asking them to vote Labour”. 
Whoops! 

Jon’s next stop was the mighty T&G union 
whose former boss, Bill Morris has been 
recently elevated to the House of Lords by 
Labour. 

T&G Assistant General Secretary, Barry 
Camfield was asked to organise a union 
meeting to “discuss a trade union based anti- 
BNP policy”. The meeting was held and Jon 
Cruddas outlined his fears to a total 
attendance of 8 people.

FREEDOM OF OPINION + FREEDOM OF EXPRESSION = DEMOCRACY 
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GERRY GARIE ... NEXT STOP THE HIGH COURTP 

In our last issue we reported on the legal action being taken against Mr & Mrs Searchlight, aka 
Gerry and Sonia Gable by an 85-year old disabled war veteran, Sidney Chaney. The accusation 
of defamation was made following the distribution of leaflets smearing Mr Chaney and the case 
was heard at Romford (Essex) County Court. 

Following the case Mr Chaney issued a press statement in which he explained the case and the 
current position of the case. 

Mr Chaney explains that at the set hour, 10 am, the presiding Judge announced that he had just 
returned from holiday and had not yet had time to study the evidence. The case was adjourned 
for one hour in which time the Judge apparently had sufficient time to study two bundles of 
evidence and written submissions. Almost immediately the Judge announced that evidential 
papers submitted by Mr Chaney to the court on February 1 st , one week previously, were not 
before him. They were mysteriously missing! Mr Chaney provided written evidence! a signed 
receipt, to prove that the relevant papers had been 
deposited with the court. The Gable’s high-powered 
defence team from Miscon del Reya took immediate 
advantage of the missing papers and requested that the 
Judge strike out the case against Mrs Sonia Gable. Mr 
Chaney claims in his press statement that the Judge made 
the striking out order even before Mr Chaney had been 
allowed to read out a statement in court demonstrating that 
Mrs Gable had indeed admitted distribution of the 
defamatory leaflet. 

Costs of £5000 were awarded against Mr Chaney.

Mr Chaney lives in council owned sheltered accommodation 
and because of his advanced age and disability cannot 
work. Mr Chaney has stated that he will not pay Mrs Gable’s 
costs ( a mere trifle out of Searchlight’s overflowing coffers). 

Although the action for costs will greatly prejudice Mr 
Chaney's ability to pursue the rest of the action, he has now 
in the process of registering his case against Searchlight 
publisher, Gerry Gable to be heard in the High Court. The 
Judge’s action in striking out the case against Mrs Gable 
has in many ways strengthened the case against Gerry 
Gable. If Mrs Gable had nothing to do with the leaflet distribution then the only person left from 
Searchlight to take responsibility is of course Mr Gable. 

The British legal system has not met the likes of Sid Chaney before and it is in for a shock. Sid is 
a native born East Londoner and the word tenacious fits him like a glove. He is a veritable pit- 
bull. As a result of the smear campaign conducted against him by Gable and his Searchlight 
gang, Mr Chaney has suffered four arson attacks on his home, but this will not deter him from 
continuing his fight! 

In our view Searchlight and their supporters are playing a dangerous game. They should 
remember that smear campaigns using fabricated evidence can be used not just by them, but 
against them too!
